Police arrest 
2 for Thefts 
from Autos 

South Simcoe Police have made 2 
arrests in the recent rash of Thefts 
from automobiles in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

On Sunday, September 7 around 1:30 
a.m., an alert citizen notified police, 
after observing a group of suspicious 
youths in a residential subdivision. 
Several uniform patrol officers 
responded, and located 2 teens, ages 
15 and 18, found to be in possession 
of several items stolen from vehicles 
earlier in the evening. 

The teens are facing several charges, 
including Theft Under $5000 and 
Possession of Stolen Property. They 
were released on a Promise to Appear 
and Undertaking, and will appear 
in Barrie Youth Court in October. 
Additional charges are pending. 

South Simcoe Police received 14 
complaints during the month of 
September, and 35 complaints in 
August, of thefts from cars parked 
on residential streets. In most cases, 
police say, the cars had been left

Updating the DC By-law 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has updated its 
Town-wide Development Charge 
By-law - but not before making an 
"adjustment” that knocked $304 off 
the proposed increase. 

The Town-wide DC is levied on all 
new construction in Town, to cover 
growth-related costs of Fleet, Road- 
related expenses. Administration, 
Library, Indoor and Outdoor 
Recreation, Fire Protection, and 
Policing, Parking and Transit. 

What can be charged is based not 
only on projected expenditures to 
meet the needs of growth, but also on 
the 10 year average historical levels 
of service - and that’s where the error 
was made, said Nancy Neale, Senior 
Project Co-ordinator with Watson & 


How much can be levied is 
“capped” by historic service levels; an 
accounting error resulted in a levy that 
would have exceeded the cap, in at 

The adjustment has now cut $ 11 
from the proposed levy for Police 
Services, and $293 for Indoor/ 

Outdoor recreation, for a single family 
residential; and 2 cents per sq. foot for 
non-residential development. 

It was the development community 
that pointed out that the proposed 
DCs included charges beyond the 
current “planning horizon.” 

With the adjustment, the town-wide

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DC for a Single family detached home 
drops from $9,572, to $9,268 - still up 
substantially from the current $6,214 

The charge for non-residential will 
drop from $1.12 per sq. ft. to $1.10 per 
sq. ft. - down from the existing $1.28 

Asked how the DCs compare to 
those of neighbouring municipalities, 
Neale said, “This is a moving target 
at this date” - with a number of 
municipalities in the process 
of updating their Development 
Charges by-laws. Overall, the Town 
is comparable to its neighbours, she 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer was upset 
that the Town has plans to spend $37 
million on new Recreation facilities, 
but the changes to the By-law will only 
allow $20 million of that to come from 
Development Charges. 

Neale agreed, pointing out that “the 
Act only allows us to look 10 years 
into the future;” at least $16 million of 
those projects fall outside of the 10- 
year time frame. 

She reminded Council that the rate 
of growth will impact the timing of 
projects. If growth picks up "you may 
have to build sooner;” if growth slows, 
“you may have to push it back.” 

One unresolved issue is Transit. 

The Town of BWG just introduced 
Transit this year - but can’t levy 
any Development Charges for the 
service, because the historic 10-year 
expenditure on transit was $0. "It is 
an issue that the province is aware of," 
said Neale - but a provincial review of 
the DC Act has yet to lead to changes.

Here's Beeton’s Mrs. A!

Bees, apples and butter tarts all have 
a relationship to the little town of 
Beeton - and especially to one of its 
famous citizens. Beeton was the home 
town of Kate Aitken, cookbook writer, 
radio host, world traveller, developer 
of the Women’s Programs at the CNE, 
and more, during the 1930s, ‘40s and 
‘50s. Her butter tart recipe is still a 
favourite with home bakers! 

Ron Pegg, author of a new book, 
"Here’s Mrs. A,” spoke of her life and 
achievements at the May meeting of 
the Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury 
Historical Society. 

Ron told of Kate's early life growing 
up as Kate Scott, daughter of the 
proprietor of Scott's General Store in 
Beeton; her marriage to Henry Aitken; 
their apple and poultry farm where 
Kate began an entrepreneurial career 
in food processing, that led to her role 
as a popular voice for women, both 
rural and urban, throughout Canada, 
via radio, public speaking, television, 
travel and business. 

Pegg lauded her early liberation 


as an individual, her achievements 
in many fields, and her popularity, 
as evidenced by the 325,000 letters 
a year she received from her many 
devotees. Aitken died in 1971, leaving 
2 daughters and 8 grandchildren, and 
a fascinating legacy. 

Note: The Beeton Fair, Sept. 12-14, 
has 2 themes this year - The Plow, and 
Kate Aitken!

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Restoration Garage rolls out another season 


The Guild of Automotive Restorers in Bradford 
has an international, not to say global, reputation 
as a high-quality restoration garage that works 
with its customers to bring their automotive 
dreams to life. 

So owner David Grainger has never been 
impressed by promises of "fame and fortune” 
from the various producers that have 
approached him over the years, with ideas for 

“I get approached between 3 and 6 times 
a year by production companies to do 
something, 
and it’s usually

- and a concept

“unworkable... unrealistic." 

Grainger told the producer so, but instead of 
shrugging and hanging up, she wanted to know 
why it wouldn’t work. “We spent another hour 
and a half working out what would work” - and 
the result was last season's hit, Restoration 

“It was something I was happy with - a reality- 
based TV show with real projects, real people,” 

Grainger says. 

The filming, at The Guild in Bradford, had its 
challenges and there was plenty of drama, but 
no-one deliberately played to the cameras. 

“The guys were too busy,” Grainger says, and 
for the most part, the camera crew was fairly 
unobtrusive - except when they wanted an "on 
the fly" comment on a situation or a project, and 
held things up to get their quotes. 

Restoration Garage returned for a second 8-part 
season on Monday, September 8 at 9 p.m. on 
History TV The format has changed; this year, 
every episode is a stand-alone show. “It threw 
some deadlines at us,” admits Grainger, but 
he says, “I'm actually much happier with this 
season.” 

The cameras not only follow the action in the 
garage, but David's trips abroad - including 
his trip to Italy, looking for parts for a 1942 
Alfa Romeo, undergoing a multi-million dollar 
restoration. 

The highlight of this season and the grand finale 
is the restoration of the Alfa, for the Concours 
d’elegance show in Pebble Beach, California. The 
Concours is described as "the most intense car 
collector competition in the world” - a gathering 
of the world’s rarest, most expensive and most 
beautiful vehicles. 

There was plenty of drama and tension at

the garage, but most of the drama happened 
off-screen, while transporting the restored car 
from Canada to Pebble Beach. A run-in with the 
California Highway Patrol, a metric mix-up that 
nearly ended 


Everything 
did work out 
in the end, 

although the judges were 
unhappy with the 1946 
engine on a 1942 chassis 
- but that’s a project 
for another season of 
Restoration Garage. 

"We’re already talking 
Season 3,” Grainger says. 
"It’s a hit series around the 
world. It just premiered in 
South Africa last week.” At 
Pebble Beach, he and his 
team were recognized by visitors from Australia 
and England - but not by Americans. “It hasn’t 
shown in the U.S. yet,” an omission that will be 
repaired this fall. 

While the show loves to focus on The Guild’s 
flops as much as its successes - “They love it 
when we lose,” Grainger says, like the vehicle 
purchased at Auction for a premium price, 
that ended up as a loss - the reality is that 
most of their buying takes place away from 
the auction houses, and much of their work is 
done for clients for whom the cars are “hobbies, 
avocations, passions and girlfriends. They’re the 
mistress the guy can get away with.” 

And, he says, it helps to know the market. Like 
the Delahaye purchased for about 200,000 Euros, 
and restored for about $200,000. "Then, that car 
was worth about 8 or 900,000 Euros, finished. 
Now that car is worth 2 million, or more... You 
have to bide your time.” 

The big deals don’t happen every day - “It may 
happen 3,4 times a year” - but when they do, the 
cameras could be there, recording it all. 

The best part of the show has been its spotlight 
on the reputation of Canadian restorers. When 
The Guild worked on its first Bugatti, Grainger 
got a call from England; the caller snarkily 
wanted to know if he'd be building the car from 
Maple wood. Now, he says, Restoration Garage 
is “pushing the prominence of the shop and 
Canadian ability. I’m really proud of that.” 

The Guild of Automotive Restorers is located at 
44 Bridge St. in Bradford, and has a showroom 
that is open to the public - or watch the team at 
work in Restoration Garage, Mondays at 9 p.m. 
ET/PT on History Television.
